Cx1caco, November 9.—The Tribune this 
morning says that Judge Gary has written a 
statement on behalf of the state that will un- 
Goubtedly result in saving Fielden from the 
allows. The statement relates to none of the 
other prisoners and cannot possibly affect their 
fate one way oranother. It is not a petition 
gor a request for a commutation of sentence 
and neither is it a statement of facts. Just 
syhat it contains could not be learned last night, 
Hut it is rather a suggestion to the governor 
that in view of certain facts therein recited a 
favorable consideration of Fielden’s potition 
might be justified. The judge was asked if he 
svyould give a copy of it or make any statement 
hs to what the points enumerated were, but he 
@eclined. 

“The statement is in the hands of Fielden’s 
friends,’ he said; “fand I do not know what 
their wishes are in the matter, so I do not feel 
at liberty’to say anything about it.” 

“Toes it contain any request that the gover- 
nor commute Fielden’s sentence ?”” 

“Tt contains no request atall. I simply de- 
tailed some points in his case, and said that, in 
my opinion, they might justify a favorable 
consideration of his petition.’’

PETITIONS POURING IN. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il], November 9.—The Chic- 
ago delegation to intercede with Governor 
Oglesby in behalf of the condemned anar- 
chists, arrived here this morning. The Chic- 
ago Ammesty association is represented by 
Messrs. H. L. Oliver. E..A. Stevens and J. R. 
Buchanan, of the Labor Enguirer. These 
gentlemen have a set of petitions of their 
own, but wilt present them to the governor at 
their interview this morning. Professor Wm. 
Balter and D. J. Lloyd have a set of petitions 
which they will lay before Governor Oglesby 
after the first interview is finished. Captain 
Biack has sole change .0f tho mata, preetliols 
and of these there are so many that it required 
a separate trunk-to convey them here alone. 

Mr. Buchanan, who made an estimate of all 
the petitions sent from al! parts of the country 
gavs that there are eleven miles of names 
begging for clemency. <A delegation of labor 

wople from New York consists of J. E. Quinn, 
onl Gempers, L. J. Terrelland Edward 
King. It is claimed that they alone have peti- 
ions with 100,000 names attached. 

On account of rain and bad weather, a dele- 
gation which was to start for the statehouse 
at nine o’clock was delayed until a little after 
that hour. The doors of the governor’s recep- 
tion room were thrown open at 9:40 and the 
different committees filed in. There were 
nearly a hundred present when they were all 
assembled. Relatives of the condemned sat in 
a sem-circle to the left of thespeaker. Captain 
Black began by reading the general petition 

which had been signed by the men themselves, 
and when he closed, he said: 

‘‘This has been signed by Michael Schwab, 
Samuel Fielden and August Spies. The rea- 
gon that the accused Parsons, Fischer, Engel 
and Lingg did not append their names to this 

yaper was because they claimed that they had 
orwarded to your excellency their autograph 
letters and did not think it necessary to sign 
this.’”’ 

Captain Black presented an affidavit from 
Otis S. Favor,a business man of Chicago, 
tending to show that the jury which tried 
the anarchists had been deliberately packed 
against them by a bailiff. After reading the 
petition and affidavit, Captain Black address- 
ed the governor. He explained that an effort 
had been made to comply with the require- 
ments of law governing applications for the 
interposing of executive clemency and stated 
that Judge Gary and State’s Attorney Grin- 
nell bad joined in a recommendation for 
clemency for Fielden and Schwab. Having 
disposed of the more formal parts of the appli- 
cation, he made an eloguent and touching ap- 
peal for mercy, that brought tears to the eyes 
of many of his auditors. 

General Trumbull followed Captain Black, 
and simply asked for mercy in plain and un- 
pretentious terms. 

Mrs. Cora L. V. Richmond, representative 
ef the amnesty association, was the next 
speaker. She had evidently carefully pre- 

vared for the occasion, and spoke without hes- 
itation and well. She argued that public pol- 
icy and justice were opposed to capital punish- 
ment generally, and pleaded eureestis and 
eloquently for the wiyes, mothers and children 
of the condemned.

He 
received the answer that the reporters vould 
have them as soon asthe governor had seen 
them.

The goy- 
ernor seemed, if possible to w more and 
- more deeply impressed as the moments sped, 
and bystanders did not fail to marke the care 
withwhich he orderedeach petition arranged for 
his future reference and particular solicitude 
in obtaiinng*the name, address, and standing of 
each spokesman. Gradually, the friends of the 
condemned became more and more hopeful, 
me demeanor of the governor plainly showed 
that the most thorongh investigation, with the 
broadest views, and the kindest of hearts, 
would be given the arguments and petitions. 
The friends of the anarchists held a meeting 
at Lelbond hotel, atnoon, to select persons to 
address the governor during the afternoon. 


Mr. Oliver, of Chicago; Mr. Shellburg, of De- 
troit, Michigan; and Representative C. G. 
Dixon, of Clicago; Mr. Burnpas, of the Cen- 
tral Labor union, of New York; J. E. Quinn, 
master workman, and Frank Farrell. 

They were followed by George C. Schilling, 
who presented a petition from the iron mould- 
ers’ union, of Chicago, to which two of de- 
ceased ex-policemen belonged, asking for 
clemency. He Closed the address by a short 
speech. ; 

The governor then received the relatives of 
the condemned anarchists, the audience being 
excluded. Up toa late hour, this evening,the 
governor was still holding a private interview 
with the friends and reiatives of the anar- 
chists. He has given no expression as to his 
intention, and it is not likely that any decis- 
ion will be given. It was said, this afternoon, 
that Spies’s /brother would lay a letter before 
the governor from Spies this evening. It is 
claimed that Mr. Grinnell said in his speech, 
that if Spies should be hung, the law would 
be satisfied. In his letter, Spies asked that 
the sentence of his comrades be commuted 
and that he may die; thereby satisfying Mr. 
Grinnell’s demands. 

THE ARBEITER-ZEITUNG’S ADVICE. 

Cuicaco, Ills., November 9.—The Arbeiter- 
Zeitung, to-day, in a long article about the 
condemned men says: 

Should there be any plans for disturbance during 
the probable murder of our condemned men, we 
herehy request the respective persons, not only in 
curt own name, butin the name of Mrs. Parsons, 
who has kage up her husband for lost, and taken 
leave of him foreyer, that they may decsist from 
crrrying them out. Whenthetrap with our mar- 
tyrs drop, that sound shall be hoard through- 
out the wide land, free from alloy with 
anything else. The people of murderers, the great 
majority of whom, even now, stand by in dumb, 
stupid apathy and listen to the money rabble say- 
ing: ‘‘Their blood comes upon us and our children,” 
This people of murderers shall be brought to an un- 
derstanding of what it is doing in murdering ours 
and its best men. Whoever wants to show, on 
Friday, that he looks upon the strangling of 
our condemned men as a murder, a murder for 
robbery, committed by robbers upon the defenders of 
their victims; let him doas, according to the Biblical 
legend, the children of Israel did when the angel of 
death went through Egypt—let them go; and, by 
crape on their doors, indicate how they feel. Let 
everybody remain at home oa Friday. May the 
metropolis, in sombre silence, contemplate the work 
which its ralers propose todo; mayit be so still 
that even those who, at the order of the societies 
should try to make disturbance, may not dare do so 

SCHWAB’S PETITION. 

Among the petitions presented to the goy- 
ernor this afternoon was the following:

1 protest again that 
I had no thoficht or purpose of violence in comncc- 
tion with the Haymarket meeting, I did not attend 
and I have always deplored the result ofthat meet- 
ing. Respectfully, MICHAEL SCHWAB, 
THE INSANITY DODGE. 

Dr. James G. Kiernan, former warden of 
Cook county hospital for the insane, filed a 
petition in the county court today charging the 
fact to be that Louis Lingg, the rabid anar- 
chistic bomb maker under sentence of death, 
is insane, and that it would be for 
the benefit and for the safety of the communi- 
ty that he be confined in the state hospital for 
the insane. The usual formal notice was 
served on State’s Attorney Grinnell about one 
o’clock. It simply informed the latter that a 
motion for a writ commanding him to bring 
Louis Lingg before the court for trial for in- 
sanity had been filed. 

At two o’clock, when the hearing of the ar- 
gument on the petition was to begin, Judge 
Prendergast announced that he would not hear 
the application until after the criminal court 
had passed on it. 

Messrs. Hunt and Kiernan late this after- 
noon went to the criminal court and filed a 
petition for inquiry into Lingg’s sanity with 
the clerk, after which they sought Judge 
Baker’s courtroom to lay the matter before 
him and ask him to interfere. The judge was 
not in and they went ont on the street to find 
him. In case they do not succeed in getting 
the case before Judge Baker tonight, they will 
appear before him tomorrow morning. 

SPIES TALKS A LITTLE. 

The anarchists were not allowed outside 
their cells today. Nina Van Zandt appeared, 
but was denied permission to see Spies. Mrs. 
Engel, however, was granted an interview 
with her husband. All interest belonging to 
the- fate of the doomed men has been trans- 
ferred to Springfield. Most of their sympa- 
sess and their counsel are out of town, in- 
terceding with the governor. It is the general 
belief that nothing final will be heard from 
Springfield before tomorrow. The anarchists 
made no inquiry, nor did they exchange any 
words with each otner at all during the day. 

All over town is quiet, but effective workers 
were engaged in attending to the multitude of 
arrangements that may have something to do 
with the hanging. The waterworks are being 
guarded; so are many of the big buildings 
down town. New wires haye been strung 
from the jail to Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion. Another special wire has been put up 
between the jail and the central police station, 
and still another wire hetween the jail and 
Harrison street police station. Should there 
happen to be an uprising of any proportions— 
and the officials do not expect any—ample 
means are available to check it. 

A little before ngpon Spies called Mr. Os- 
borne, the death watt, to his cell. The an- 
archist wanted to talk just to relieve the hor- 
rible tedium. He talked earnestly and at 
length. Mr. Osborne said Spies and the others 
had strong hopes that the governor would in- 
tercede and prevent the execution. Spies, Mr. 
Osborne said, regarded himself as an 
apostie of the - and down trodden. His 
position toward society and order, he thought, 
was much like one John Brown occupied in 
behalf of the negro slaves. Were he put to 
death coming generations would rise up and 
lament the execution and his name would be 
en honored one among the world’s martyrs, 
Spies, Mr. Osborne said, fully believes this, 

At 2:40 o’clock, this afternoon, the following 
telegram was received by Parsons in jail: 

‘Sign immediately the petition I have prepared 
for you and get Engel and Fischer to sign it. Every- 
thing may depend upon this—your lives and others 
—the public, For God's sake sign, and wire me at 
once. “Ww. P. Black.” 

Parsons at once declared the communication 
to be a fraud, as did also Fischer, but Engel 


said he would sign ifthe others did. The dis- 
patch was dated Springfield, and was filed at 2 
o'clock, p. m. | 

PETITION FOR A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS. 

Attorney Moses Solomon, late this afternoon 
obtained the signatures of Spies, Fielden and 
Schwab to a petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. The grounds upon which the writ is 
asked are that the judgment of the supreme 
court of the state was illegal in that it said 
“judgment,” should be affirmed instead of 
“judgments.”’ In each case also that the de- 
fendants should be in the court at the time the 
judgment of the court was rendered, and that 
at that time they were in Cook county jail. 
The petition will be laid before one of the 
judges of the criminal court tomorrow morn- 
ing.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 9—-[Special. }— 
The convention of the state temperance al- 
liance was called to order in the hall of the 
house of tatives at twelve o’clock 
President Jos.

The delegates 
all the seats in the hall, while m visitors 
wore in the lobby. President Fussell extend- 
ed a welcome to the poe: He spoke of 
the struggle that had lately been made in the 
fight for the prohibitory amendment. He 
consid the vote in September a source of 
encouragement to the prohis, and a revelation 
of great danger to their opponents. When Mr. 
Fussell said that nota sword should be re- 
turned to its scabbard until the last armed en- 
emy had retired, there was enthusiastic 
cheering, and the declaration against voting for 
any man for the legislature who was not a 
sound prohibitionist, was applauded. 

General George Dibbrell was made perma- 
nent chairman, and G. W. Armistead, state 
Senator Lyle, and Elder Preston Taylor, sec- 
retaries. ! 

A committee was appointed on credentials, 
and it was decided, on motion of Judge Free- 
man, that all workers with the temperance 
cause be recognized as delegates. Judge Hers- 
kell moved the appointment of acommittee of 
one from each congressional district to re 
an address setting forth what had been 
and what was agg ee to be done. 

A motion in lieuj that this matter be left 
with the committee on platform and resolua- 
tions, was accepted. Pending the selection of 
the committee the convention adjourned till 3 
p-m. Only apartof the delegates arrived in 
| time to reach the capitol this morning. Others 
came late in the forenoon, and still others this 
evening. ; 

At the afternoon session of the convention 
of the temperance alliance, the committee on 
credential read a list of some six hundred del- 
egates from nearly every county in the state, 
which report was unanimously adopted.

just quit talking free trade here, your future 
is very promising, indeed.” 

“You think we have advantages in cotton 
manufacturing over distant points ?”’ 

“Jn the coarser work, I certainly do. You 
should only attempt work of this sort, leaving 
the finer branches to places where skilled la- 
bor is easier to obtain.”’ 

“Ts not such labor easily obtainable?” 

‘‘No, sir; labor of that class is always in de- 
mand, and I am forced to say that the supply 
is limited, and generally less—far less—than 
the demand. Iam from England, here, and I 
know whereof I speak. Southern manufac- 
tories, with the present tariff laws, ought to, 
and will succeed in the manufacture of cotton 
goods. So far as calico printing and matters of 
that sort are concerned the time is not ripe for 
them yet, but in the manufacture of commoner 
grades there are millions of money for the 
southern cotton mills. Iam glad to find the 
outlook so promising, I assure you.”’

1 for the drying of cotton and stuff, which ob- 
viates the necessity of keeping up that old 
nuisance and terror to firemen, the East Macon 
dry house.

The 
cotton, with the new process, will be dried by 
steam, under a principle not heretofore in use.

A Woman Appears Who Witnessed the 


Macon, Ga., November 9,—[Special.]—Mag- 
gie Galloway, a well known white woman 
was arrested last night for being drunk ant 
disorderly, and was _ placed in the barracks. 
Today at noon she had sobered up a good deal, 
when she talked through the bars of her cell.

a hat, which, it was claimed, belonged to Cook. 
Maggie says she had gone to 8g Thomp- 
son’s to see her, not knowing that she had 
moved, and her attention was attracted by one 
of the men calling Cook a hard name. @ne of 
the men was quite large and the other rather 
smaller, and the small one accosted his «com- 
panion by the name of ‘‘Jack,’’ and the larger 
one called him “Bob.”’ She saw the faces of 
all the men by the light of the matches they 
constantly struck té examine the money and 
other articles they took from Cook. She heard 
Gook say, “Gentlemen I will give you every- 
thing T have got rather than have a fuss or 
hurt. There is two dollars and some odd cents 
in my pocket you have not taken yet.’’ As 
soon as he uttered these words Maggie says 
she saw one of the strangers raise his hand and 
in it glittered some kind of a bright —r 
looking weapon, and it was plunged seemingly 
right in the big man ’sfbody aud he fell down to 
the ground with agroan, The men then picked 
up his body, carried it to the river near 
by and threw itin. Maggie says she started to 
walk off, hoping to getaway in the darkness 
unobserved, but the two men saw her and 
commenced to pursue her and called her to 
stop, but she only ran faster. The race was 
kept up until she had reached the depot of the 
East Tennessee railroad, when her pursuers 
stopped and went off in another direction. She 
states that the killing of Cook occurred on 
Saturday night of the fair, and his hat was 
found in the river by Will Bass on Thursday 
of the week previous. _

A Democratic Field Day. 

Tuesday's election returns, 4s indicated 
by the more complete reports published in 
another column, show a brilliant victory 
for the democrats, who had a field day and 
the result of whose work makes assured 
@ national democratic victory in ’88. 

This is glorious news indeed, and starts 
the national campaign most auspiciously for 
the democracy. New York's vote insures 
the renomination and election of President 
Cleveland for a second term and thus guar- 
antees to the country four years more of 
honesty and security in the administration 


of its national affairs. Virginia at last re- 
eems herself from the toils of the rene- 


es, Mahone and Riddleberger, who for 
six years have blackened the fair face of the 
Old Dominion state in the highest eouncil 
of the nation. These two victories are 
worth more than all others that could have 
resulted from Tuesday's elections. 
In looking over the results of the day it 
avill be seen that Ohio holds it usual repub- 
lican majority, and Massachusetts, as €X- 
pected, clings to her republican faith. Ma-. 
ryland and Mississippi go overwhelmingly 
democratic as usual. In the above states, 
full state and legislative tickets were voted 
for. : 

Dakota, by a large majority, voted to di- 
vide the territory, and the vacancy in the 
second congressional district in Rhode Is- 
land was filled by a republican. New 
Jersey gives the republicans the legislature 
by a bare majority, and Pennsylvania goes 
republican, with 10,000 increase in the dem- 
ocratic vote. 

In several states the prohibition question 
gas involved, and in almost every instance 
the bottom fell completely out of the cause. 
Oregon yotes against prohibition by an over- 
whelming majority and in Ohio, New York, 
and Massachusetts the prohibition ticket 
was almost forgotton, receiving but little 
over a hundred yotes out of 56,000 in Bos- 
ton. The labor vote also generally col- 
lapsed, and the leaders of the movement 
are despondent and disgusted. 

Everything is now in splendid shape for 
988 and ifthe democrats rally then and as 
they have done this year, victory is assured. 


Tuk elections Tuesday were very satisfac- 
tory. The democrats more than hold their 
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race > atGoaeda, is tite eo by 
Governor “Bob” Taylor of Tennessee. That's al 
sight. Next year we may send Goyernor Beaver, 
of Peunsylvania, and ex Governor Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, down south, where they have once before 
Gone good service.—Piiladelphia News. 

By all means let the two distinguished 
republican leaders come down. They will 
not have opportunity for effective work in 
Georgia until a year hence, but at that time 
they can indulge their forensic inclination 
to any extent they desire. 

Georgia will vote for a governor and also 
on a national ticket next fall, and in order 
to give the two prominent leaders an idea 
of the work that it is proposed to cut out 
for them this way, we will state that Geor- 
gia’s democratic majority is about 100,000 
yotes in quiet elections, but when any ex- 
traordinary pressure is brought to bear that 
majority readily increases to much larger 
figures. | 

Indeed it has never been found out ex- 
actly what is the democratic strength of 
Georgia and in order to arrive at a definite 
conclusion about it, we hope Messrs. Beaver 
and Hawley will come this way next fall. 
It is quite an easy matter to bring out our 
usual majority of a hundred thousand, but 
with popular sentiment so much one way, 
and with the disadvantage of being forced 
to contend against republican inactivity, it 
4s rather difficult to get beyond these dis- 
tressingly small figures. 

No doubt the democratic committee of 
the state will be glad to co-operate with the 
managers of the Beaver- Hawley combination 
to get these two well known leaders to turn 
their faces southward. We should like to 
arrive at a proper estimate of our true 
strength andtheir coming would enable us 
to doso. There is noreason why our 100,000

I cannot persuade myself to believe that Mr.

I do not propose to discuss the propriety or impro 
priety of General Jackson’s speech at Macon, but to 
point out the falsehoods contained in Mr. Thur- 
man’s invective against Gencral Jackson, in which 
the latteris designated as “old crank’ and “old 
fool.”

THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


Senator Whittho,ne Addresses the Shipping 
League Convention. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 9.—[Special. ] 
The most important feature of the Shipping League 
convention today was.the address of United States 
Senator Whithorne,of Tennessee, on the importance 
ofa naval reserve.- Long service on the naval affairs 
committee of congress had made the speaker famil- 
iar with his subjcct, and his address wasan able 
one. He favored the establishment of a naval re- 
serve on the plan proposed ina bill presented to 
the last Soggrem and reported favorably by the 
committee, This plan is for the secretary of the 
navy to pay a bounty of thirty cents per tom tor each 
thousand miles sailed to all American built and 
manned ships, eapable of carrying not less than one 
or me than five rifled guns. This merchant marine 
tolconstitute a naval reserve and serve asa training 
school for the regular navy. The speak- 
er thought this the only way in 
which the United States could sere a 
merchant marine or navy worthyof thename. He 
said the country hadno nayy, and forten years 
there had been a declineof American commerce 
because of the decline of American shipping. The 
views of Senator Whitthorne were indorsed by the 
convention. 

Ambrose Snow, of New York, delivered an able 
address on the rise and decadence of the American 
merchant marine. Other speeches were made by 
prominent members of the league. The committee 
on resolutions has not yet reported, butitis believed 
the convention will petition congress to pass the 
naval reserve bill. The delegates spentthe altar- 
oy visiting the minesand furnaces around the 
city.

BY THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


Charges Made by Dr. Kenan Refuted—Severe 
Testimony Against the Accuser— 
The Full Report. 


Those familiar with the proceedings of the 
last house of representatives will remember 
that the representative from Baldwin county, 
Dr. Thomas H. Kenan, on the floor of the 
house, made serious charges against the man- 
agement of the Georgia lunatic asylum, Dr. 
Kenan was not satisfied withthe standing 
committee on the asylum, and hada special 
committee appointed from the house to inves- 
tigate the asylum. The excellent report of 
that committee Tug Constirution has al- 
ready given. The committee made; many 
valuable suggestions, but sustained none of the 
charges made against the ofiicers of that insti- 
tution. 

The standing committee on lunatic asylum 
in both houses appointed the following sub- 
committee to visit the institution and make a 
thorough report: Rev. R. H. Jackson, chair- 
man; C. R. Pringle, R. J. Powell, T. J. Liv- 
ingston, of the senate, Dr. J. A. Stewart, 
chairman, Dr. J. Northrop Smith, Dr. N. 8. 
Walker, T. M. Hunt, Elbert Fagan, of the 
house committee. 

Hon. T, H. Kenan appeared before the spb 
committee and under oath made the following 

} SPECIFIC CHARGES 
against the officers of the institution, 

First. Drunkenness on the part of Drs, 
Whitaker and Hall, Messrs. West and Grieve. 

Second. That case books were not regularly 
kept by the physicians in which to show the 
results of scientific treatment. 

Third. That the general superintendent and 
other officers of the institution are guilty of 
nepotism. 

ourth. That there were patients in the 
asylum who should have been discharged ; that 
there had been misappropriation of the funds of 
the institution ; thata white female patient had 
been been buried in the negro grave yard; 
that the inmates had not been properly fed. 

The committee secured the services of Dr. 
L. B. Clifford as stenographer, and examined 
a large number of witnesses under oath: 

After a careful consideration the committee 
report their findings as follows: 

THE CHARGE OF DRUNKENNESS. 

We find that the charge of drunkenness preferred 
against Drs. Whittaker and Hall, and Messrs West 
and Grieve, refuted by a numberof the best citi- 
zens of Milledgeville, and by the officers and em- 
ployees of the asylum, including tke entire medi- 
cal staff, Colonel C. P. Crawford, F. B. Mapp, Cap- 
tain C. W. Ennis and T. W. Turk all testified to the 
sobriety and high character of these officers. 

NO CASE BOOKS. 

We find that there is no rule or law requiring the 
seeping of case books. The superintencent deems 
the keeping of them unnecessary, except in extra- 
ordinary or peculiar cases, in which case a record 
is kept. Every prescription made for paticuts is 
pepniacky filed. Drs. Hall, Whittaker, O’Daniel and 
others have ease books. Dr. Kenan gwrote out his 
book from memory. Many of the cases noted in 
the _— of the medical staff show {scientilic treat- 
ment. 

THE CHARGE OF NEPOTISM. 
We find that Mr. P, A. West was an offcer of the 


asylum several years before he became the fon-in-- 


law of Dr. T, O. Powell, superintendent. Dr. J. H. 
Hall, the second assistant physician, is the son of 
Dr. W. H, Hall, amember ofthe board of trustees, 
but he was appointed upon the strong recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Powell on account of his peculiar fi:ness 
aud qualifications for the position. 

PATIENTS NOT DISCHARGED. 

The only patientsin the asylum who should be 
discharged are convict patients, or those who were 
committed for crime, and cannot be discharged 
without action of the general assembly. -We have 
been furnished by the superintendent with the 
names Of Thomas Morrison, Jack Adams, George 
Johnston and Punkley Gunn, and recommend they 
be discharged by resolution of the general assembly 

MISAPPROPRIATION OF FUNDS. 

We find that $200 was paid Mrs. Brown; the f rmer 
matron, for extra services rendered for a:eze: of 
years before she retired. They had intendéd to in- 
crease her wages, but failed to doso. She is de- 
scribed as literally living for the good of humanity, 
attending the sick and dying night and day. 

MY, r. Ur, GIicve, S€tretaey,. was paid $1C0 for pre- 
paring two books (outside his purr eaures tm 
extra) regarded as indispensable, «nd was paid at 
the instance of Colonel L. N. Whittle. 

Mr. L. J. Lamar, the steward, has filed his bond 
according to law. _His books show an itemized 
statement of every }u‘chase. The evidence repe's 
every insinuation that he has not properly spent 
each dollar. The discrepancies alluded to in the 
general charge of m’sa>propriation of money in the 
azgrgite sum paid to officers, arise from the fact 
that 11 is. a rule to raise the salaries of assistant pby- 
sicians as they become more experienced and eflic- 
ient, and from the fact that one more assistant has 
been appointed, and this a*counts for an es C238 860, 
as compared with previots reports. The diference n 
wages arises from the increase of attendants since 
opening the two conyualescent buildings. The pay 
“aa now shows 207, while 156 was _ the former num- 

er. 

INTERRED IN 1HE WRONG CEMETERY. 

Although a former committee investigated the 
charge that.a white female patient was buried in 
the colored cemetery, the joint committee also in- 
vestigated it. We find that a colored patient died 
and was placed in the dead house. A white female 
patient died and was taken there. The coffin con- 
taining the colored body was taken off of the tres- 
tles, and the coffin with the body of the white wo- 
man placed thereon. The colored attendants, not 
knowiog the change, took up the coffin and buried 
it in their burying ground. Both coffins looked 
alike. The mistake was soon discovered, the coffin 
dug up and buried in the proper grave;ard. The 
dead house has since been arranged for both races, 
and a like mistake will not oceur again. 

INMATES PROPERLY FED. 

Instead of finding the inmates not ied gol fed, 
as alleged, we find that they are furnished with an 
abundance of wholesome food, well Pers and 
suitable to their condition. We visited the dining 
halls of various departments, and have ocular evi- 
Cence on this point. We are pariicularly pleased 
with the abundant supply of wholesome food, as 
potatoes, beans, peas, and other vecetables., 

A WELL MANAGED INSTITUTION, 

We discover from the general managcment of the 
institution under the direction of Dr. Powell, that 
every department reccives proper attention; that 
the physicians are attentive, sober and diligent, and 
the recoveries and death ratesas comrared with 
like institutions elsewhere, are above the average 
for recovery and below that for deaths. The cost of 
maintaining patients per capita, we find by tabulat- 
ed statement, is less than other institution in , this 
country, except West Virginia, and tha* asylum has 
patients who pay, and such pay is deducted from 
the aggrezate cost. 

The net profit on the raiden is $1,568. 

MINOR MATTERS MENTIONED, 

The usher estimates that 8,000 persons visit the 
institution annually. 

The item of hauling coaland other freight from 
the railroad we find to be very expensive. That of 
coalthe present year was $1,000. That on other 
freight amounts to half as much more. The use of 
six wagons, eight mules and six dr.vers would 
amount to ten per cent on $20,000 annually. A branch 
railroad of one mile tothe Central railroad could be 
constructed so as to reduce very much this expendi- 
ture. 

ADMISSION OF INEBRIATES. 

Th: act of July 27, 1877, declares who may be ad- 
mitted by process of law. It admits lunatics, epi- 
leptics, idiots and demented inebriates, all of whom 
undergo a trial by jury, and the verdict accompanies 
the commitment. 

DR. KENAN CRITICIZED. 

We find that Dr: Kenan has signally failed to sus- 
tain any charge made by him against the institu- 
tion or its officers, We find that the trustees dis- 
charged Dr. Kenan, the first assistant physician of 
this institution, for syuficient causes, and we indorse 
their action. Ifthe ¢Pidence before us Is Credible 
he was not a suitable person for so important a trust. 
From the evidence submitted with the report we 
gather the following: Dr. Mark Johnson tcstiffed in 
answer to the question: “You siy that there were 
serious charzes against Dr. Kenan as an officer of 
the asylum’?—’’ “Yes, sir, as an officer of the insti- 
tution and as a man, and the charges were 
s0 serious that the committee reported 
him to the board of trustees. The 
charges were so serious that his friends were un- 
willing to attack them, and the matter was tamed 
over to the board of trustees, and they discharged 
him at the first meeting thereafter.”’ 

In reply to the question as to Dr. Kenan’s charae- 
ter tor veracity, Dr. Johnson said:

His Counsel Make a Strong Case—Was He 
Tilegally Arrested and Wrong- 
fully Detained?

As early as 9 o'clock in the morning he was 
closeted with his counsel, Colonel Nat, Ham- 
mond, and remained with him about an hour. 
To him he gave a full statement of the case 
from its inception. The facts narrated were 
compressed into an affidavit, and Colonel

Brnffey repaired to the Gate City National 
‘bank to have it sworn to. Mr. Edward S. Mc- 
Candless, who is cashier of the bank and is 
@lso a notary public, took the deposition. 

The morning was passed in his accustomed 
way by Mr. Braffey, only it was exceedingly 
‘@ifficult for him to navigate through the 
gtrects.. Every few steps he was confronted 
dy friends who bad a pleasing remark to make 
‘nd a cordial shake of the hand to give. 

“The warmest compliments were showered 
apon him on all sides and he was the hero of 
the hour. uring the morning he was the 
recipient of congratulatory telegrams from 
newspaper reporters of Baltimore, New York 
and Kichmond., 

Some of his young lady admirers sent him 
bouguets and kets of choice flowers. In 
the center of one of these bouquets nestled a 
white-winged messenger in the form of an 
elegantly written note, which contained these 
words: “Accept this slight.teken of my ap- 
preciation of that noble, manly se which 
caused you to stand firm sy ciple and 
puffer imprisonment rath at betray a 
friend.”’ 

The paroled prisoner was @ue in the court- 
bouse at3 o’clock in the affernéon, but half 
an hour before that time he was there. He was 
accompanied by his counsel, Messrs. Nat a: d 
Todd flammond, Captain KE, P. Howell and a 
score of friends, among Whom were most of 
the newspaper reporters of Atlanta. Five or 
six members. of the grand jury were present, 
dnd Solicitors Charlie Hill and Howell Glenn 
were there to represent the prosecution. 

Promptly at 3 o’clock Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke adjourned court, and postponed a.case 
which was then a. 

The first step in the proceedings was the 
reading by Colonel Hammond of Mr. Bruffey’s 
gworn statement. This affidavit set forth 
many facts of which the court, anterior to the 

risoner’s commitment, was not eognizant. 

he circumstances of the arrest and the serv- 
ing of the warrant were minutely described. 
The deponent averred that. he was illegally 
taken before the grand jury; that after he was 
misled by the wording of the warrant, which 
said he was summoned to testify against John 
Smith. he was sworn by Howell Glenn, who 
had no legal authority toadmuinister the oath; 
that the oath he took was to answer such ques- 
tions as might be propounded touching 
the case against John Smith, and not to 
answer general questions ; {that the grand jury 
had no right to compel him to answer ques- 
tions which would criminate a juror who was 
not on trial; that he had not been in con- 
tempt, because he wasin the jury room and 
not in the court house; that his detention was 
unjust, and that he should be discharged. The 
affidavit, a very long document, contained 
these and other allegations. As Colonel Ham- 
mond read he made comments, and then he 
applied the law. 

Solicitor-General Hill admitted most of the 
Btatements. 

Colonel Hammond made a brief and earn- 
pst argument and quoted law to sustain his 
propositions. 

Solicitor-General Hil] followedjina very brief 

rgument. He held that, whether or not Mr. 

ruffey had been taken before the grand jury, 

n an irregular or illegal way, yet, being in the 

ury room and being duly sworn, he was com- 
pelled to answer any questione ached titi, 

Judge Clarke said that he desired to give 
the matter a full and deliberate investigation 
and study, and he would reserve his decision 
until Friday morning at 9 o’clock, when the 
prisoner must be in court. 

Mr. Bruffey remarked that he certainly 
would be there, and tne hearing was ended.

Itis true, as Judge Hoyt states, that under the 
chaiter the mayor and general council have full 
power to regulate THE RETAIL of liquors—eyen to 
the extent of denying bar-room licenses altogether. 

But by another section of the charter, which 
Judge Hoyt omits to cite, the council must grant 
wine and beer licenses to all who apply and pay 
one hundred dollars for them, As to these, there is 
no discretion as to person and place. Under this 
section the Atlanta wine rooms exist. And as to 
liquors, the council can only regulate THE RETAIL. 

And the code of Georgia defines “retail, to mean 
sell in less quantities than one, quart,’ upon sellers 
of quantities of one quartior upwards the council can 
do nothing more than levy a registration tax of $25 
for each place, 

They need no license except the revenue license 
and that of the county commissioners. 

The county commissioners in the past issued these 

uart licenses to men who had been refused barroom 
licenses by the council. 

Under the decision in the Beiser case the liquor 
can be drank in the quart shop where it issold. The

Cuicaao, November 10.-—-Louis fLinng, on 
of the seven condemned anarchists in th 
Chicago jail, ended his life this morning t 
‘means of a fulminating cap. He had the cas 
in his mouth and lit it with a candle whic 
was burningin hiscell. The explosion ws 
the first warning that the jail people had, th 
guard seeing him with the candle in his haz 


@upposing that he was lighting acigar. Fro 
the effects of the explosion half his head ws 
torn away. fs ot 

Immediately after the explosion Depa 
O’ Neil rushed into Linng’s cell, which ws 
completely enveloped in smoke. There h 
found the young anarchist lying on his bac 
with great holes in his head from which th 
blood was rushing in torrents. He was 
once carried into the jail office and placed on 
table. He was still breathing faintly, an 
while Dr. Gray was éxamining him h 
coughed slightly and blood poured forth: avai 
from his terrible wounds and from his mou 
and nose. 

After awhile Jailer Folz made an examin 
tion of the cell. On the floor he found th 
Shell of a fulminating case. The sheriff sai 
there had undoubtedly been dynamite in if 
The supposition that the man put the shell j 
his mouth and deliberately applied a cand 
flame is undoubtedly correct. The explosio 
was terrific. It startled the officials, wh 
thought it was a bomb, the noise was so grea 
The shell was sosmall as to have allowed the 
emuggling of it into jail without trouble. 

At 10:15 Dr. Gray made a further examins 
tion and found that tissues of the throat, neck 
and front of the jaw had been torn away. He 
administered stimulants, bat they failed t 
Pouse the man. 

How the dynamite was smuggled into th 
fell is not known, but it is generally believe 
that there is a traitor among the death wate 
who gave him the dynamite and cap. This i
